“WORE TROOPS,

Soldiers Hooted as They -Ar- 
fived at Lansford and 
Summit Hill 
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CLASH BETWEEN THEM 
IS EXPECTED TODAY 


Situation Is Serious in the Anthracite 


Regions—Towns Will Be De- 
clared Under Martial Law. 
Non-Unionists Han- 
dled Roughly. 


Tamaqua, Pa., August 27.—The situa- 
tion in the Panther creek district tonight 
is serious. At 8 o’clock the streets of 
Lansford and Summit Hill were thronged

Sent through the valley on trolley cars. 
Alj along the soldiers were hooted and 
jeered and it was not deemed prudent to 
take them off the cars. 

“While Mary Markley was carrying sup- 
per to her brother, who is employed at a 
colliery near Lansford, she was set upon 
and severely beaten by a crowd of wom- 
en. Late tonight the crowds on the 
streets have dwindlegd down considerably 
and order has been partially restored. 
The civil authorities express the telief 
that there will be no serious disturbance 
during the: night. They are fearful, how- 
ever, that a serious clash will occur be- 
tween the troops and the strikers in the 
morning. The fact that the Lehigh Coal 
and Navigation Company is hoisting coal 
at its No. 4 colliery has greatly incensed 
the mine workers, especially the foreign- 
ers, and they are determined not to al- 
low non-union men to go to work tomor- 
row. 

At daybreak the governor’s troops and 
the first battalion of the Twelfth regi- 
ment will go to Lansford and Summit 
Hill, If the strikers continue to interfere 
with the non-union men it is probable 
that both the towns will be wiped under

SOLDIERS ON SPECIAL TRAIN. 


Turmoil in Panther Creek Region 
Grows Worse. 

Shenandoah, Pa., August 27.—I’he Gov- 
ernor’s Troop, under command of Captain 
Ott, left here at half past 7 tonight on 
@ special train over the Philadelphia and 
Reading railway for the Panther Creek 
Valley. 

The Second City Troop, of Philadelphia, 
under Captain Schermerhorn, has been 
tendered by Governor Stone to report to 
Colonel Clement, who is in command here 
during the absence of General Gobin. 

Major Gearhart, who is in command of 
troops at Manila park, reported to Colo- 
ne] Clement today that things have been 
in such @ state of turmoii in the Panther 
Creek region during the last few days 
that he has been unable to cover the 
Gisturbed district with the force at his 
command, and asked for assistance. The 
colonel at once got into communication 


with Governor Stone and it was decided | 


to send the Governor's ‘Troop to Gear- 
hard’s assistance and to reinforce the 
command with the Philadelphia Troop. 
The latter is expected to arrive here w- 
morrow morning. 

The timely arrival of a detachment of 
soldiers on the scene this evening avert- 
ed a serious outbreak. A non-union work- 
ran nimed Quinn was attacked by a 
crowd of strikers near the Cambridge col- 
liery at the lower end of this city, and 
was being roughly handled when two of 
his friends rushed to ais assistance and 
kept the crowd back with drawn re- 
volvers. in a few minutes all three were 
surrounded by a crowd of several, hun- 
dred men and boys and only the timely 
arrival of Provost Marshal Farquhar, 
with a detail of soldiers trom the Eighth 
zegiment, prevented serious trouble. The

diers up the street, shouting and taunt- | 


ing them and Joseph Pelravich, who ven- 
tured closer than the others, was arrest- 
ed and placed in jail. He was afterwards 
given a hearing and heid in $500 bail in 


court. 
MORE TROOPS ARE ON THE WAY 


Second Troop of RBhiladelphia, Or- 
dered to Shanandoah. 
Harrisburg, Pa., August 27.—The second 
troop Philadelphia city cavalry was this 
evening ordered by Governor Stone to 
report to General Gobin at Shenandoah 
for duty in the anthracite coal regions. 
The troop will take the place of the gov- 
ernor’s troop of Harrisburg, which was 
gent by General Gobin from Shenandoah 
to Lansford, where tnere nas been se- 
rious disturbances. The request for the 
city troop was made by General Gobin 
today, an he governor immediately di- 
rected th the troop start for Shenan- 
doah and assist the militia now in the 

field to protect life and property. 

No additional troops will be sent to 
the strike region unless there is another 
serious outbreak and General Gobin is 
unable to maintain order with the troops 
already in the field. 

Philadelphia, August 27.—The order for 
the Second troop was received here to- 
night. Captain Schermerhorn was in At- 
jlantic City when the order was received, 
but reached the city late tonight. The 
troop, numbering about sixty men, will 
leave here early tomorrow morning for 
Shenandoah. The troop was organized 
in 1898 to take the place of the First City 
troop when the latter organization was 
ordered out during the Spanish war. This

MOROS SHAKEN | 
BY EARTHQUAKE 


Twenty Natives Lose Their 
- Lives in Island of 
Mindanao. 


CHAFFEE CABLES THAT 
NO AMERICANS HURT 


First Serious Earthquake in the Phil- 
ippines Since American Occupa- 
tion of the Islands—Mili- 
tary Situafion Un- 
changed. 


Washington, August 27.—The war de’ 
partment today received a cablegram 
from General Chaffee, at Monila, report- 
ing the occurrence of a series of earth- 
quakes on the island of Mindanoa. T'wen- 
ty persons were killed by falling walls, 
the victims all belng Moros. The Amer- 
icans in thé vicinity escaped, and the dis- 
patch says there were no reports that 
any of the soldiers occupying that por- 
tion of the {sland affected sustained any 
injurics. The upheaval occurred in the 
country adjacent to the lake Manao, In 
the Moro” section of the Island near 
Camp Vickers, which is now the head- 
quarters of the American forces sta- 
tioned in Mindanao. 

General Chaffee’s cablegriam says the 
mountains and rivers and other streams 
were considerably disturbed and much 
damage was done. The extent of the 
damage, howevcr, was not reported. It 
is presumed here that the scismic sho-ks 
cecurred about five days ago, though the 
date is not mentioned in the dispatch. 
This is the first serious carthquake re- 
ported from that country during Ameri- 
can occupation of the Philippines. The 
most importent previous seismic disturb- 
ance in Mindanao was the one that part- 
lv destroyed Palaka Kota ard the vil- 
lage on the banks of the river Mindanao 
in 1872. This phenomenon closely follow- 
ed the eruption of the volcano of Ma- 
katurin. 

General Chaffee also cabled that the 
military situation in that section remains 
cuiet and unchanged. No attacks have 
been made on the American forces at 
Camp Vickers since the last report, 
which was cabled eight days ago. 


WAS IT WORK OF STRIKERS? 


The Killing of Chief of Police Foun- 
ing at Cooper, W. Va. 

Roanoke, Va., August 27.—It developed 
today that the shooting to death of Chief 
of Police Fanning at the littl mining 
town of Cooper, W. Va., last night, as 
reported {in an Associated Press dispatch, 
may have been the work of striking 
A representative of the Associa- 
ted Press, at the general offices of the 
Norfolk and Western railroad today learn- 
ed that there had been a sudden change in 
the situation of the Pocahonstas fields and 
that a report from one of their special 
agents today Is to the effect that besides 
the killing of the chief of police at Cooper 
there were several hundred shots fired 
at the operations along the Crane creek 
branch, in the neighborhood of _ the 
Thomas Coal and Coke Company and the 
Crane Nest operations. 


It is not known that any one was 
wounded, and it is believed this general 
shooting was to intimidate the new men 
who have gone into that territory re- 
cently to take the place of the striking 
miners. Several of the operations along 
the Cane creek branch, which have been 
running for some time, are closed down 
today. 

The officials attribute this fresh outbreak 
to the presence of a large number of 
agitators who recently have invaded that 
territory, notwithstanding the injunctions 
of the federal court. 


SADLER LEAVES THE RACE. 


‘Sparks Will Probably Be Nominated 
in Nevada. 


Reno, Neva., August 27—The democratic | 


ang silver state conventions met this 
morning and appointed the usual confer- 
ence committees for the purpose of fu- 
sion. No nominations are likely to be 
made before tomorrow. Sadler is out of 
the race for governor and Sparks will 
probably get the nomination. Balloting 
for congressmen, governor and state offi- 
cers will begin tomorrow. 

The democratic platform indorses ihe 
Kansas City platform; denounces the 
Fowler currency bill; favors tarHf re- 
form; pronounces in favor of the constitu- 
tion following the flag; opposes the spe- 
cial subsidy bill; favors the admissigqn as 
states of the territories of Arizona, New 
Mexico and Oklahoma; felicitates the pec- 
ple on the passage of the irrigation bull 
and compliments Congressman Newlands 
on “the able and effective part taken 
by him in securing its enactment.” 

Congressman Newlands is indorsed for 
Unitea States senator. The silver party 
platform does not differ materially from 
the democratic, Dut declares more specili- 
cally for free coinage. It indorses New- 
land's candidacy. 


SENATOR BEVERIDGE INVITED. 


He May Meet wiin Republicans in 
Aiabama. 

Birmingham, Ala., August 27.—Many of 
the leading republicans of Alabama have 
addressed letters to Senator Albert J. 
Beveridge and Corgressman Charles P. 
Lar.cis, of Indiana, inviting them to at- 
tend the republican state convention in 
Birmingham September 16. This will be 
the first exclusive white republican state 
convention since the clvil war.

Grand Rapids, Mich., Augus?*27.—Two 
hundred delegates were present at the 
opening session today of the fifth annual 
conventiow of the American League of 
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HON. J. ADGER SMYTH. 
Will Probably be Elected President 
of League of American Munici- 
palities. 
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Municipalities in the Furniture Expoajtion 
building. An address of welcome by 
Mayor Palmer, of Grand Rapids, opened 
the morning session. This was followed 
by an address by President Charles 8. 
Ashley, mayor of New Bedford, Mass. 


Remarks of Mayor Ashley. 
Mr. Ashley said that most of the dis- 
cussion had been given to the subject 


of municipal administration by the mem- { 


bers of the league and they had been 
the cause of provoking concentrated at- 
tention to the question of municipal own- 
ershgy. Continuing on this topfc, he 
said: 

“Home rule for cities. No dependency 
of the city upon the state. Each. munici- 
pality should be a law.unto itself upon 
purely l@cal ground. We should have a 
oo to own and control the public utili- 
ties. 

“Competition fn the products of the 
public service corporations too often 
means that consolidation will follow 
_ the consumer eventually pays all the 

S, 

“Pure monopoly means that the price 
demanded will be far beyond the fair 
capacity of the debtor to pay. 

“Regulated monopoly, through the in- 
strumentality of the state, is a farce and 
practically amounts to legalizeq fStinco. 
If it is true that an individual or a firm 
is entitled to only what is fai® as a re- 
turn on @ business investment, it te al- 
ly true that great cirgeraiedas tie 
exist by the license of the state and are 
the creatures entirely of the law have 
no inherent right to receive more than 
what is right and just. 

“Great public utility monopolies are fer- 
tile in resources and learned in trickery. 
The state in its wisdom created its 
boards and bureaus to restrict, regulafe 
and control, 

“And the quality of this supervision is 
poor; the size and strength of the state's 
arm when ra.sed in behalf of those cities’ 
people is weak. 

“I do not urge municipal ownership as 
a club to exterminate, but rather as a 
means to remedy and a solution. I charge 
no corruption upon the agents of the 
State; the fault is in the systems; they 
are not by the tenor of their appofntment»# 
subject to any control of the city; they 
come in daily contact with the compa- 
nies and their representatives and they 
learn to think as their visitors think; 
they lose their identity ag citizens: them- 
selves, and have come to regard the peo- 
ple’s voice as too brazen and out of 
tune.,”’ 

Practically every mayor of every city 
of importance in the country is a mem- 
ber of the league, 

This afternoon the delegates considered 
the municipal problems. Reports and dils- 
cussions consumed the entire afternoon. 

Mayor J. Adger Smyth, of Charles- 
ton, S. C., first vice president of the 
league, is the most promising candidate 
for the presidency. 

The feature M&the evening session was 
the address gf Mayor Samuel Jones, of 
Toledo. His subject was ‘‘What Is Crime 
and Who Are the Criminals?’’ He said 
society was the real criminal and not the 
man or the individual. in condemnift: 
the present criminal system, he said: 

“The preacher in the pulpit, the judge 
on the bench, the workingman on the 
street, are a part of this system, which 
is sick from head to feet, and must share 
in the evil until we purge the whole mass. 
The sending of the poor man to the 
work house because he cannot pay his 
fine is but imprisonment for debt, yet 
we boast that the debtors’ prison has 
been abandoned. The individual is onl, 
the scab that indicates that the system 
is diseased.”’

Two HCH 


Tabernacle Choc May Be 
Separated fom Other Bap- 


tist Churches, 


SENSATION TO COME AT 
ASSOCIATION. MEETING 


“Alien Immersion” Ig Discussed. 
Question. Will Be Brought Up by 
Rural Representative, but 
Will Be Supported by 
Atlantg Churches, 


A lively sensatfon will tn al! probabil- 
ity be sprung wien the Stone Mountain 
Baptist Association meets at Indian Creek 
church, near Clarkston, next ‘luesday. 


A. question concerning the orthodoxy of 
several prominent ministers of the Baptist 
denomination tn Aveorgia will, it is ex- 
pected, be brought before the conven- 
tion and the results of te agitation m@g 
be far reaching in effect. 

Two of the most prominent Baptist 
ministers of Atlanta are involved and it 
is even intimated that the ‘Tabernacle 
Baptist church, esided over by Rev. 
L. G. Broughton, and which is known 
over the entire soutn, may be separat- 
ed from ‘other Baptist churches of this 
section. 

The foundation of the whole trouble 
is a difference of opinion that has aris- 
€n over the admission tnto fellowship of 
people who have been baptized, but not 
by authorized Baptist ministers. 

“Baptists,’’ said a well known 
of that denomination yesterday, 
nothing stronger than they do 
belief concerning baptism, and 
reason the agi ion that will come at 
the meeting of Stone “fountain asso- 
ciation. will be off intere members of 
the denominatio rodent the entire 
south. 

“The question that promises to be the 
disturbing etemet in what would other- 
wise be a harmdfnous association is that 
of alien immersion.' The majority of Bap- 
tists believe not only in immersion as the 
only proper mode of baptism, but re- 
fuse to accept inte fellowship members 
of other churches who, aithough they may 
have been immersed, were’ not baptized 
by authorized Baptist ministers.” 

Hot Discussion Precipitated. 

Recently there has been much discus- 
sion on this subject owing to the fact that 
the Tabernacle Haptist church, of this 
city, has been accepting as members with- 
out further baptism Christians who were 
baptised by ministers of other denom- 
inations. 

‘Whois question has been fully discussed 
in The Christian Index, the state Ors 
gan of the Baptist denomination, and has 
attructed wide attention among the mem. 
bers of the denomination. A number of 
the mdst prominent Haptist divines of the 
State have been writing articles on the 
question and it is said that some feeling 
has been aroused. 

The fgllowing which appeared in the 
last issue of The Index gives the gist 
of the discussion that is now taking 
place: 


The Index announces that these in- 
trade nominational differences are ‘‘yj- 
tal; that they are separative; that 
Georgia churches (with one exception) 
would not accept a letter trom a Mary- 
land or Virginia church without an 
inspection of the baptism of the per- 
son. commended to their fellowship, 
and, if such inspection showed that 
the baptism had been administered by 
some one other than a Haptist preach- 
er, fellowship would be refused. In 
other words, this question of the ad- _ 
ministrator is a test of church fellow- 
ship. How can those who invent it 
charge those tO whom they apply it 
with any responsibdility for ity—Re- 
ligious Herald. We said nothing about 
inspecting the baptism of members 
coming with letters from Maryland 
and Virginia churches, In speaking of 
one church in Georgia which receives 
Campbellite and pedo-Baptist minis- 
ters’ baptisms, we said: ‘‘Members 
who are received into this church 
upon such baptisms wil] not be re- 
ceived by a letter from that church 
into any other church in the state.” 
The scriptures are quite clear as to the 
proper subject of baptism, and are no 
less so in defining a proper adminis- 
trator. The aciministrator is a divine 
invention, and those who ignore it 
are responsible. 

As will be easily seen, this is written 
in answer to an article which appeared 
in The Religious Herald, of Richmond, 
Va., which favors the admission of Chris- 
tians who have been immersed, although 
the ceremony may have been performed 
by a minister other than one of the au- 
thorized Baptist faith. 

Demand May Be Made. 

It is thought that the association will 
demand that all churches members of it 
shall give up the practice of “alien im- 
mersion,” or else retire from the asso- 
ciation. It is also unserstood that the 
members of the Tabernacle Baptist church 
will remain firm in the practice of ad- 
mitting Christians baptized by ministers 
of other denominations as they have done 


in the past. 

When the question is brought up before 
the association it Will, doubtiess, come 
from the representative of a church in 
one of the towns surrounding Atlanta. 
Nevertheless, it is understood that the 
representatives of the Atlanta churches 
will go prepared to push the question 
and the agitation reaily comes from 
them.

Culmination of Effort To Secure Fair 
Dealing for the South—Plant 
Seeks Capitalization of 
$250,000—Many At- 
lantans Named. 


A big book publishing house, in which 
representatives of several southern states 
are interested, is to be located in Atanta, 

The concern is to be know cs the 
Southern Book Publishing Company and 
is capitalized at $250,000. A petition for 
a charter was filed yesterday in the office 
of Clerk Arnold Broyles, of the supe- 
rior court. 

Those interested in the proposed .com- 
pany state that it is the culmination of 
the movement to secure text books that 
deal in an impartial way with the south 
during the war period. 

Several prominent Atlanta citizens are 
mentioned in the list of incorporators, 
and the names of men of national repu- 
tation also appear in the petition. The 


capital stock is to be divided. into shares. 


of $25 each for both preferred and com- 
mon stock.. The right is asked to in- 
crease the stock to not more than $1,000,- 
000 whenever desired by the stockholders. 
The object of the concern, as stateu 
jn the application, is to publish text or 
other kinds of books or periodicals for 
schools or other purposes and also to 
do book and job printing of all kinds. 
The principal place of business and 
home office are to be located in Atlanta, 
but the right is asked to @tablish branch 
offices and other places %f business in 
other counties and states. A _ location 
for the concern will probably not be se- 
lected until after the application for in- 
corporation is acted on by the court.

President’s Trust Talk Wor- 
ries the Republican 
Leaders. 


THEY HAD AVOIDED ANY. 
ATTACK ON THE TRUSTS 


Because Money Has To Be Raised 
for Campaign Purposes and 
Only Hope Is To Get It 
from the Trust 
Barons. ~-

Washington, 
President Roosevelt, 
the trust question, has totally 
ranged the plans of the managers of the 
republican congressional canfpaign. 

Chairman Babcock and his assistants 
were as anxious to avold taking any de- 


cided stand on that question as they 
would be to avoid taking hold of the hot 


end of a poker. They were willing to let 
individual republican spellbinders attack 
the trusts for local consumption in parts 
of the country where the feeling against 
these aggregations of capital Is especially 
strong, but these attacks were to be for 
local consumption and there was to be 
nothing done that would commit the 
party as a whole to any policy on this 
issue. It was carefully avoided in the 
republican campaign text-book which de- 
voted pages to trying to make it appear 
that everything that had been done 
against the trusts had been done by re- 
publicans, but had not a single line about 
any policy of the party on the subject at 
the present time. 

The reason for this was not far to seek. 
Chairman Babcock wanted money for 
the campaign. In former campaigns the 
republicans had fried the fat out of the 
manufacturers on the tariff question or 
had scared it out of them by holding up 
Bryanism and the silver issue. In this 
campaign neither of these schemes could 
be worked. A republican campaign with- 
out money is an impossibility, and after 
lcoking the field over this year Chairman 
Babcock decided that the trusts should ™ 
made to furnish the sinews of war. It 
was for the purpose of being fn touch 
with the money kings that the headquar- 
ters of his committee were moved from 
Washington to New York, and from these 
headquarters he is flooding the country 
with confidential circulars addressed to 
men of great corporate interests quoting 
from a statement made by Secretary Ed- 
wards, of the democratic congressional 
campaign committee, to the effect that 
the Kansas City platform, with its in- 
dorsement of the Chicago platform, Ia, 
and will remain to be. the platform of 
the democratic party until it is changed 
by the next democratic national conven- 
tion. This, Mr. Babcock says in his cir- 
cular, means that the democratic party 
still stands for free coinage of gilver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1 and for all of the 
other features of the Chicago and Kan- 
sas City platforms which made them un- 
satisfactory to the business men of the 
country. How much money he has suc- 
ceeded in getting by means of these cir- 
culars is not known, but many of the 
men to whom they were addressed have 
either torn them up and thrown them 
into their waste baskets or have put 
them in their pockets to show to friends 
as curiosities. 

Now, just on the heels of this largtly 
unsuccessful attempt to frighten money 
out of business men by shaking fhe ghost 
of Bryanism at them, comes the president 
with his speeches which will interfere 
with the plan for squeezing the trusts. 

Mr. Babcock and his assistants wii! 
have to tell the trust magnates not to pay 
any attention to the president; that he 
represents only himself in his speeches, 
and that they must rely on their repub- 
lican friends in congress to see to it tha+ 
no legislation is enacted that will be to 


their disadvantage.

Amusing Incident of the 
President's Trip to 
Maine. 


ASKS THAT OLD HUNTER 
. FRIEND BE AT BANGOR 


When Train Roiied in Bill Sewall 
Was on Hand—Mecting of the 
Friends—Suggestion Made 
To Ask for a Post- 
office. 


—s 


Ellsworth, Me., August 27.—The presi- 
dent’s second day in the Pine Tree State 
was full of interest. Starting from the 
governor's residence at an early hour, 
he was taken for a short drive about the 
city of Augusta and at 9:30 left for Ban- 
gor, where the principal speech of the 
day was delivered at the fair grounds in 
the presence of an immense audience, 
which listened with marked attention to 
his address. The same close attention 
was given him at Waterville, where, 
from far and near, came hundreds to see 
and hear the first president who has visite 
ed Maine in many years. 

Just before leaving Augusta, the pres!- 
dent heard that his old guide, Bill Sewall, 
of Island Falls, Me., who had accom- 
panied him on many hunting expeditions 
and who had for a time been employed 
on his ranch in Dakota, was at Bangor. 
He immediately wired Congressman Pow- 
ers to “corral’’ him and hold on to him 
until he reached that city. That the con- 
gressman carried out these instructions 
was fully proven when he produced the 
tall, raw-boned, red-whiskered hunter 
upon the president’s arrival. 

“I am glad to see you, Bill,’”’ sald the 
president, whereupon Bill replied: 

**You ain’t no gladder than I be.” 

Then it was that the president told 
the story of his friendship of many years 
with the old guide and hunter, and how 
many years ago, while on a hunting trip 
through Maine, owing to the shortage 
in the meat supply, that they nad eaten 
muskrat togetlter, which the president 
said was the last meat he had eaten in 
Maine before this trip. The president 
seemed to delight in the rural simplicity 
of the man, and insisted that he snould 
sit down to dinner with %m. Bill, there- 
fore, had the distinction that comes -to 
but few, of dining with the chief execu- 
tive of the nation and the governor of 
Is state at the same time. 

Was Already Provided For. 

While at the fair grounds some one 
suggested to Sewall, who was seated on 
the platform with the president, that he 
should go to Washington and secure an 
appointment as postmaster, but Bill had 
already received this honor and said to 
his irnquisitor: 

“I be postmaster already.” 

Beginning to speak at the fafr grounds 
in Bangor, the president noticing thé jam- 
ming, and pushing of the crewd in front 


to the, gspandstand, cautioned the pgople 


to be careful of the women and children 
"and asked them to show: their capacity to 
manage “themselves, ‘which f{mmediately 
had ‘the desired effect. Thé platform from 
which the president spoke was directly 
in front of the grandstand, which was 
‘packed with humanity. Behind him was 
another dense crowd. He humorously in- 
formed his audiences that he did not 
think he faced both ways, but that on 
that occasion he. would have to. In his 
speecn the president said: 

“During the century that has closed, 
the growth of industrialism has necessa- 
rily meant that cities and towns have 
increased in population more rapidly than 
the country districts. And get, ™ re- 
maing true now, as it has always been, 
that in the last resort the country dis- 
tricts are those in which we are surest 
to find the old American spirit, the old 
American habits of thought and ways of 
living. Conditions have changed in the 
country far less than they have changed 
in the city and in consequence there has 
been little breaking away from the meth- 
ods of life which have produced the great 
majority of the leaders of Sie republic 
in the past. It must not be understood 
from this that there has been no change 
in farming and farm life.

There has been much change, 
much progress. The granger and similar 
organizations, the farmers’ institutes and 
all the alliances, which promote intelli- 
gent cooperation, give opportunity for so- 
cial and intellectual intercourse among 
the farmers, have played a large part 
in raising the level of life and work in 
the country districts. In the domain of 
government, the department of agricul-

Each of us, unless con- 
tented to bé a cumberer on the earth's 
surface, must strive to do hig life work 
with his whole heart. Each must remem- 
ber that while he will be noxious to every 
one unless he first does his duty by him- 
self, he must also strive ever to do his 
duty by his fellow. The business: duties, 
the home duties, the duties to one’s fam- 
ily come first. The couple who bring up 
plenty of healtny children, who leave 
behind them many sons and daughters 
fitted in their turn to be good citizens— * 
such a couple emphatically deserves well 
ot the state.

To him 
the whole problem of our complex, some- 
what feverish modern life can be solved 
only by getting men and women to lead 
better .ives, fre sees that the perma- 
nence of liberty and democracy depends 
upcn a majority of the people being 
steadfast in that good plain morality 
which, as a. national attribute, comes 
only as a result of the slow and painful 
labor of centuries, and which can be 
Squandered in a eneration by the 
thoughtless and vicidus. He preaches 
the doctrine of the superiority of the 
moral to the material. He does not un- 
dervalue the material, but he insists, as 
we of this nation should always insist, 
upon the infinite superiority of the moral 
and the sordid destruction which comes 
upon either the nation or the individual 
if it or he becomes absorbed only in 
the desire to get wealth. The true line 
vf clean lives lies between the good citi- 
zen and the bad citizen and the line of 
cleavage, and often does run at right an- 
gies to that which divides the rich and 
the poor. e man who lives simply 
and justly and honorably, whether rich 
or tn is a good citizen. Those who 
dream only of idleness'and pleasure, who 
hate others and fall to recognize the duty 
of eaci man to his brother, these, be they 
rich or poor, are enemies of the state. 
The misuse of property is one manifesta- 
tion of the same evil spirit which, under 
changed circumsfarces, denies tBe right 
of property because this right is in the 
hands of others.”

PANIC ON BOARD OF THE LINER 


[ue Freight Steamer So Badly Dam- 
aged That It Returned to New 
York for Repairs. 


New ‘York, August 27.—in broad day 

light and bright sunshine a collision, 
which might have resylted in a dreadful 
calamity, occurréd in New York _ har- 
bor this afternoon between an incoming 
‘passenger liner and an ‘outbound freight 
‘gteamer.: . .° | ‘ ; 
- The steamship Liguria, of the Italian 
‘Royal Mall’ Steamship Company,’ with 
Over 1,100 persons on board, was run 
down in the narrows by the British 
steamer Peconic, of the Mediterranean 
and New York Steamship Company, 
bound out for ports in the Mediterranean. 
A succession of whisle blasts, just how 
blown could not be learned, was follow- 
ed by a tremendous crash and the Pe- 
conic’s bow smashed into the hull of the 
liguria just forward of the foremast. The 
Italian’s hull was cut to the water’s edge 
and water poured into the aperture. The 
Peconic, as she drifted away, scraped the 
white bull of the Liguria and carried 
away the companion ladfer: The bow of 
the Peconic on the port side was stove 
in and the stem turned to starboard. 

On board the liner all was confusion for 

a few minutes, but Captain Montano re- 
stored order promplity and forced the 
steerage passengers over the starboard 
side in order to bring the hole cut by the 
Peconic above the water. This effort 
was so successfp] that very little water 
entered the liner. 
. The pilot who brought the Liguria into 
port, Frank Kramer, was little disposed 
to talk, but said that the fault was all 
with the Peconic. He said the Liguria 
was coming along slowly toward the nar- 
rows. The Peconic and the British steam- 
er Antilia, bound for Nassau, were steam- 
ing to sea a short distance apart when 
the Peconic blew two whistles and then 
changed the signals. The Liguria sheer- 
ed to starboard and back at full spec). 
The impact came with terrific force, the 
sound being heard on the shore. 

The Peconic was so damaged that she 
returned for repairs. The Liguria, after 
the inspection of passengers at quaran- 
tine, proceeded to her dock. On board the 
Italian liner were twenty-one saloon, 
twenty-nine second cabin and 965 steerage 
passengers.

I believe that the men of great means 
should understand that when we demand 
some method of asserting the power of 
the nation over all corporatioris, we are 
acting not against their Interest, but in 
thelr Interest. 

“When we make the law obeyed by the 
many of means we are not acting against 
him; we are acting for him. His safety 
lies in the law, and the wrost of all pos- 
sible lessons to teach would be to teach 
our people as a whole that the law did 
not reach him. It must reach him to 
make him obey it, exactly as it reaches 
him to protect him from the wrongdoing 
of others.”

Washington, August 27.The navy de- 
partment made public today Rear Admi- 
ral. Higginson’s officiel report upon the 
“search problem,”’ which was conducted 
by the blue fleet, under his own com- 
mand, and the white squadron, under 
Commander Pillsbury, off the New Eng- 
land: coast. The admiral’s report says: 
“Commander Pilisbury’s fleet was de- 
ficient in speed. His evasion of the out- 
side scouts and arrival on the coast un- 
til detected was, I think, very creditable 
to him. The result’ of the operation, in 
regard to my own force, was to gather 
very valuable information for the intel- 
ligence office concerning the capabilities 
of defense ard means of communication 
along the stretch of New England ‘coast 
from Cap* Cod to Portland. This infor- 
mation is valuable and should be pre- 
served for future use, 

“The line of coast over which I had 
charge was dived into five districts, 
each in charge of an officer provided with 
scouting vessels and a number of shore 
stations. These districts ali reported by 
telephone or telegraph or by whatever 
means of communication they could es- 
tablish with the central district at Rock- 
port, where Ensign Berry, United States 
navy, was in charge of the central office, 
and transmitted to me by means of steam 
launches, torpedo borts ond signals from 
shore, whatever information was fre- 
ceived. 

‘“T ean only say that the operations 
have been beneficial in training the young 
men in scouting and as observers. I 
have already written to the department 
about the valuable service rendered by 
the torpedo boat flotilla under the cem- 
mand of Lieutenant Chandler. 

“T take this occasion, however, to 
urge upon the department to establish 
upon all vessels of the navy a wireless 
telegraphy outfit. In my opimion, it is 
of incalculable value, and no expense 
should be spared to hasten its adoption.”’

Sounds of quarrel- 
ing were heard soon after their entrance, 
and one woman says she heard fowr shota 
fired in rapid succession. She ran from 
her home across the street to the quar- 
ters of a fire engine company, where she 
told of the shooting. The police were 
Summoned ani took charge of the prem- 
ises. A revolver with four empty cham- 
bers was found in the room. 

The police identified the woman as Liz- 
zie Otto, of Stroudsburg, Pa. :The dead 
man was Arthur Campbell, a window 
dresser. Papers found on the wounded 
man tend to identify him as Christian 
Gans, a United States artilleryman. 

It is said by the police that Gans shot 
the woman and Campbell] because he ob- 
jected to the presence of the latter there. 
Then he fired a bullet in the base of his 
brain, striking the spinal cord. The fol- 
lowing note, dated New York, August, 
1902, was found in one of Gan’’ pockets 
by the coroner:

The beer in this case, it 
is supposed, was made at home from 
corn mash and then bottled. With his 
bottles of corn beer the lawbreaker car- 
ried his supply in an ordinary hand 
satchel to the little still, where it was 
boiled off, the process of evaporation 
used in distilling the liquor as It Is finally 
sold illegally.

Its Effect on the Eyes-Is Very Pain- 
ful and Total Blindness 
Is Feared. 

Beaumont, ‘rex., August 27.—George 
Hill, inspector in the oi) fields, to see 
that the orders of the district court are 
carried out, has given out a statement in 
which he says that the conditions in the 
oll field are alarming in the extreme.

is greatly feared as a result of constant 
contact. Nothing less than moving every 
tank off the hill and centralizing the boil- 
ers will give relief and safety that is im- 
peratively demanded, the inspector con- 
tends. 

Gas vents run up near the top of der- 
ricks virtually protect the men on the 
ground near these tanks, but for those 
whose duty requires them to go up in the 
derrick 1t is perflous in the extreme. It 
overcomes to insensibility without a mo- 
ment’s warning... This gas, the inspector 
says, is heavier than air and sinks to the 
ground, affecting others, accord™ng to at- 
mospheric conditions and veluocify of the 
wind as to distance. it nas been a hard 
matter to get workmen who wil] labor 
on the hill whence the oil is taken. 

Mr. Hill says there have been no recent 
deaths from the gas, because assistance 
is close at hand, aud those overcome are 
resuscitated at once, leaving a sickness 
which incapacitates tor a time.

PRESIDENT ROSE MAKES" 
ADDRESS TO COMMITTEE 


Devotes It to the Trusts—Lack of 
Uniformity of Laws of Differ- 
ent States on the Question. 
Selection of Counsel 
Board. 


Saratoga, N. Y., August 27.—The Amer- 
ican Bar Association began its twenty- 
fifth annual meeting here today. 


dent U. M. Rose, of Little Rock, Ark., 


who then delivered an address. 
President Rose’s Address. 

In opening his address President Rosc 
paid tribute to the ory of the former 
president, Henry ™ cock, of the as- 
sociation, who die 99 March, and Presi- 
dent McKinley. nouncing anarchy in 
the strongest ‘ms. Proceeding, he took 
up the subje*® of trusts, saying in part: 

‘“‘We are 4 by this time familiar with 
what are called trusts; so-called, per- 
haps, because they contain in their com- 
position not a single fiduciary element. 

“South Carolina has passed two acts on 
this subject. The first act rorbids all per- 
sons, natural and artificial, to form poois, 
trusts or combinations for the purpose or 
fixing the price of any article ot trade ol 
merchandise or to limit the quantity of 
any article of munufacture or commodity, 
or of any repair or the premium cf any 
insurance. An exhaustive definition of 
monopoly is given, and the practices of 
underseliing with a view to stifle com- 
petition and boycotting are denounced. 
Heavy fines are prescribed for any vioia- 
tion of the acts, ang in addition any de- 
mestic corporation infringing its provis- 
ions shall torfeit its charter, and any 
foreign corporation so offending shall 
forfeit its right to do business witnin the 
state. 

“ihe state’s second act relates to proce- 
dure. The attorney general may make an 
application to a judge of the supreme 
or circuit court for the examination of 
any suspected person, which shall be had 
before the judge himself or before a 
referee; the judge having power to issue 
preliminary injunctions to prevent viola- 
tions pending the investigation. The per- 
son charged may be compelled to produce 
all books and other documents relating to 
the subject of the examination. No wit- 
ness shall be excused from testifying on 
the ground that his testimony may tend 
to incriminate himself, but no witness 
shall be punished on account of any trans- 
action concerning which he may testify. 

‘There has been legislation along the 
same lines in other states, developing, 
however, no new features. 

“Our country, during the 
years, has witnesseq a change 
magnitude as to .be without a_ single 
parallel in history’ By means of vast 
aggregations of money, corporate monopo- 
lies have been established in almost every 
branch of industry. Monopolies are as 
old aS human  Mhistory and we cannot 
doubt that by their grinding oppression 
they kept men and women iying awake 
of nights long before the first page of 
history was written. They wefe_forbid- 
den by the laws of ancient Greece and 
Rome; they were forbidden by the com- 
mon laws of Englang and the common 
iaw was reenforced from time to time by 
statutes. We have at present more than 
4.000 monopolies, to say nothing of price 
and rate fixing functions similar to those 
of trusts, allegeqg for the purpose of fixing 
rates arbitrarily. They have the power to 
di€tate prices and a vast amount of 
money is invested in these combinations. 
Every day brings its report of new and 
gigantic alliances, the future of which 
cannot be predicted, since most of these 
corporations are authorized to buy up 
the stock of any other corporation s0 
that they may at any time acquire su- 
preme control over industries extremely 
remote from those ostensibly in view 
when they were first created. 

“The supreme court of the United States 
and several of our presidents have more 
than once‘calleqd attention to the gravity 
of the situation and we cannot suppose 
that men occupying such high positions 
of responsibility would wantonly excita 
public apprehension. The principal diffa- 
eulty pertains to the remedy. If existing 
laws could be enforced perhaps no new 
ones would be needed.”’ 

Mr. Rose then referred to the lack of 
uniformity in the laws of the different 
states regarding the trusts and _ stated 
that in the absence of uniformity the 
jaws of the various states had little effect. 
Continuing, he said he regarded publicity, 
which was often proposed as a remedy 
with seeming confidence, as a good thing, 
but to investigate the business of sev- 
eral thousand corporations, extending to 
ajl parts of the globe, involving annual- 
ly many millions of dollars, would be a 
task of immense labor even if the inquiry 
extended only to books and papers. 

“To go behind the returns,’’ he assert- 
ed, ‘“‘would require the constant employ- 
ment of an army of bookkeepers; it might 
be even necessary to call out the militia. 
And then where such tremendous inter- 
ests are involved, who will guarantee the 
skill and fidelity of the accounts? 

“The remedy of publicity would only 
serve: to prolong the present situation. 
And here we are again confronted with 
the want of state uniformity; while it 
can hardly be. contended that. as matters

ssashville, Tenn., August 27.—J. G. Lee, 
commissioner of agriculture of Louisiana. 
Was this afternoon elected president of 
the Cotton States Association of Commis- 
Sioners of Agriculture. Other officers 
chosen were first vice president, R. R. 
Poole, of Alabama; second vice president, 
G. W. Komer, of Virginia; treasurer, T. 
H. Paine, of Tennessee; secretary, B. 
W. Kilgore, of North Carolina. 

The secretary was authorized to col- 
lect $35 annually from each commission- 
er, $10 from each to be retained as com- 
pensation. 

‘W. A. Orten, of the United States de- 
paftment of agriculture, discussed ‘Cotton 
Wilt and Cowpea Wilt,” saying that wheg 
he began studying the matter tour years 
ago thousands of acres of cotton land had 
been rendered useless by the wilt. No 
remedy for the evil had been discovered, 
but he had found a “resistent cotton’ 
when a field is ravaged and an occasional 
StalK is jeft standing and it is the seed 
from this that produces the immune 
plant. 

he disease, he said, was characterized 
by #he sudden wilting of the stalk. It 
in spots and gradually 
spreads, the soil being permanently af- 
tected. ‘the cause, he said, is a fungus 
ih the soil that gains entrance to the 
plant through its roots, tinally cutting off 
ai; sustenance. Kkxperiments in the at- 
tected fields had produced the immune 
plants, but they nad not gone far enough 
to ascertain how long the seed from 
such a plant will continue to 
produce immune = growth. Until this 
matter is thoroughly studied out 
he thought the best thing for 
farmers to do is to plant other crops 
On the affected lands. ‘ithe effect of a 
similar tungus growth on cowpeas, wa- 
termelons, cabbages and turnips was also 
discussed. 

W. M. Scott, entomologist of the ag- 
ricuitural department otf Georgia, dis- 
cussed ‘“Ireatment of the San Jose 
Scale.’"’ Other papers were read by J. 
B. Wright, of Cairo, Ga., on the sugar 
cane industry, and by kK. W. McGruder, of 
Virginia, on ‘““the Making and Curing ol 
Virginia Hams.” 

Second Day’s Session. 

The second day's session of the Cot- 
ton States Association of Commission. 
ers of Agriculture was called to order 
by President Patterson this morning, and 
the real business of the meeting was Iin- 
augurated by the reading of a paper on 
“Sik Culture,’ by L. B. Hagid, of (eor- 
gia, who spoke of the production of silk 
in colonial days when every man in 
Georgia was required to plant 100 mulber-

Fireworks To Start at Knoxville With 
Big Barbecue and Speaking. 
Novel Lawsuit of Water 
Companies—Other News 
from Tennessee. 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 27.—(Special.) 
Hon. J. W.  Borches, chairman of the 
State republican executive committee, an- 
nounces hig willingness to accept the 
democratic committee's invitation for 
Judge H. T. Campbell to join Hon. J. B. 
Frazier in a joint debate in a guberna- 
torial campaign. Campbell is the republi- 
can nominee and Frazier the democratic 
nominee for governor. Borches states he 
is expecting a message from Judge Camp- 
bell at any time stating the judge will 
go with him to Nashville to confer with 
Hon. Frank Thompson, democratic state 
chairman, relative to dates for the joint 
Gebate. Borches believes Judge Campbell 
is favorable to the joint debate. 

It is being strenuously urged to have 
the gubernatorial campaign opened in this 
city with a grand barbecue and speaking. 

Novel Lawsuit. 

The opposing water companies of John- 
son City, Tenn., have become involved in 
a noval lawsuit. The object is to de- 
termine what becomes of the water in 
Sinking creek when it disappears in thé 
sandy bottom of that stream. One com- 
pany claims the water comes out at a 
certain spring east of the creek that is 
owned by that company, which spring 
supplies its reservoir. The other com- 
pany claims the water goes to springs 
lower in the valley, and on the north side 
of the creek. Hydraulic and geological 
experts have been summoned to Johnson 
City to examine the creek and ‘he 
springs and to give evidence. 

Big Labor Day Parade. 

The ‘Central Labor Union of east Ten- 
nessee is making extensive preparations 
to celebrate ‘Labor day in this city mext 
Monday. The celebration will] be held at 
Fountain City park. It will be preceded 
by a big parade in which the large ma- 
jority of union men of the city will par- 
ticipate. A number of merchants and 
manufacturers wil] also have floats, 
characteristic of their business enter- 
prises, in the parade. 

Election Contest Case. 

The bill in chancery filed by Hon. Dana 
Harmon against Hon. A. J. Tyler seck- 
ing the commission as. judge of the first 
judicial circuit, sets out that if the al- 
leged irregularities by Harmon are recti- 
fied, Harmon will be declared elected by 
a majority of 43 votes. The official count 
in the office of the secretary of state af 
Nashville shows Tyler is elected by :02 
majority. Harmon charges this figure as 
‘spurious and false.’’ 

Interurban Electric Lines. 

A movement is on foot to go into tno 
inter-urban electric railway business in 
this section on a very extensive scale. It 
is proposeg to build an electric railway 
from Rockwood, Tenn., a point on the 
Cincinnati Southern railway and about 
45 miles from Knoxville, into this city. 
The plan is to take in a number of in- 
tervening towns and to make the road 
reach as many people and as many points 
as possible consistent with a direct route. 
A branch from Kingston to Harriman, 
about. 8 miles in length, is also contem- 
plated. 

Cases Against Logan. 

It is understood that the two state 
cases against Harvey Logan, the alleged 
Montana train robber, who is now in 
jail in this city, wil] be dropped when 
the cases are called during the term of 
court, which convenes next Monday. It 
is thought his more serious cases will 
then be transferred to the federal court 
in this city, in which he will be tried as 
was Frank Kilpatrick in the federal court 
in St. Louis. Kilpatrick, it is charged, 
was one of Logan's pals in the Montana 
hold-up. The state cases against Logan 
are for felonious assault upon two police- 
men, whom he almost fatally shot in his 
desperate efforts to escape. 


ward the decr&Qase of malaria the speaker 
divided inte two Classes, personal and 
private, and municipal. He regarded it 
as the duty of every family to hunt out 
all the breeding places of mosquitos 
around the premises and to drain them 
thoroughly or if that is not practicable 
to treat the water with a coat of kerosene 
oil. One ounce of oil, he stated, was suf- 
ficient for 15 square feet of water and 
the oil, if necessary, could bes put on-the 
surface with an old dipper. Another 
method of destroying the wiggletails in 
pools used for watering stock where the 
pouring of oil would be objectionable, is 
the use of small fish known as top min- 
nows or pumpkin seed which he regarded 
ag efficacious. 

‘But,’ the speaker continued, ‘‘perhaps 
our best and first defense against malaria 
lies in the habitual and unscrupulous use 
of bed nits at nights.”"’ In this connection 
the speaker also ieferred to wire doors 
and window screens as being a valuable 
aid in keeping out the malarial breeding 
pests. 

Regarding municipal measures to pre- 
vent the spread of malaria the speaker 
theught -the first thing needed was a 
campaign of education, explaining the re- 
lation of mesquitoes to malaria and yel- 
low fever, pointing their breeding: places 
and then actually demonstrating the re- 
sults that may be obtained with oil and 
drainage in getting rid of the insects, 
Ordinances fer the extermination of the 
mosquito should then be passed and a 
good reliable observant man should be 
employed to see that they are enforced. 

In concluding his address Mr. Herrick 
said that he soon expected to see a 
thorough campaign against malaria in 
the south and he thought that the experi- 
ments now being conducted along that 
line would prove the most important of 
the century to the people of the southern 
portion of the United States. :

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The McKinley Memorial. 

The suggestion of a centemporary, 
which founda place in the columns of 
The Constitution, that but a small 
fraction of the money for the proposed 


‘McKinley memorial has “been raised, 


seems to have been a mistake. About 
ten days ago Colonel Myron T. Her- 
rick, one of the officers of the memo- 
rial association, told a New York 
Tribune reporter that of the $650,000 
for which the men in. charge had 
asked, in order to build and properly 
endow the proposed memorial, more 
than $500,000 has been raised. 

While naturally the great bulk of 
this was contributed during the 
months immediately following the 
death of President McKinley, it is a 
remarkable tribute to the popular af- 
fection for the martyred president 
that more than half a million dollars 
has been contributed in less than a 
year after bis death. Colonel J. E. 
MacGowan, editor of The Chattanoo- 
ga Times, has recently visited Canton 
and in an interesting editorial letter 
telling of the work of the association 
he points out that it took nine years 
to raise the money for the national 
memorial to President Garfield, while 
the fund for the memorial to General 
Grant required thirteen years for its 
collection. He regards the prompt- 
ness and liberality with which funds 
have come for the McKinley memorial 
as “another testimony to the true and 
strong affection of the masses of the 
people for the gentle and lovable mag- 
istrate, third of our presidents to suf- 
fer martyrdom at the hand of an as- 
sassin.”’ 

Colonel MacGowan pays a deserved 
tribute to the men who have had the 
work of raising this memorial fund ih 
hand. “There has been heart and 
brains as well, in this big task from 
the beginning and the results, as I 
have briefly stated them, testify to 
this more emphatically than can any 
words of mine.” 

The site chosen for the memorial he 
pronounces at once commanding and 
lovely. The monument will: overlook 
the beautiful and prosperous city of 
Canton, to the progress of which Pres- 
ident McKinley contributed much. 
Colone] MacGowan says it is an ideal 
location in its intrinsic beauty, no less 
than in its historic propriety. 
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The South and the Presidency. 

Leading democrats of the north are,: 
according to expressions from some of 
them, looking to the southern states to 
furnish’ the party’s candidate for the 
presidency in 1904. A dispatch sent 
out from Pittsburg represents State 
Senator Tom Grady, of New York, as 
saying: 

Settlement of the race question in the 
south by constitutional amendments has 
made that part of the country debatable 
ground politically anal it will be such in 
the next presidential campaign. For that 
reason Tammany Hall wants a southern- 
er nominated by the democratic national 
convention for president and will sup- 
port a good southern man, 

There is some disposition on the 
part of the political lieutenants of 
former Senator BD. *B: Hill to regard 
this utterance from‘a Tammany leader 
as a blow at the Hill boom, which is 
being so diligently worked up, but 
other prominent northern democrats 
without Tammany affiliations have 
given expression to somewhat similar 
sentiments. So general is this feeling 
among the thinking men at the north 
that the newspapers are devoting ‘con- 
siderable space to a discussion of the 
possibilities. Here is The Washington 
Post, for instance. The Post is essen- 
tially a political newspaper without 
being the organ-of any party. In dis- 
cussing the trend of sentiment toward 
the south, this paper says: 

The Post has for years past advised the 
south to assume the control and domina- 
tion in the democratic party to which it 
is justly enfitied. ‘Nat section ig easily 
the master of the situation. it represents 
in the national conventions more than 
two-thirds of the assured electoral votes. 
There was a time when the south sat be- 
low the salt at democratic banquets, 
That time is past. The south is no longer 
the ‘‘poor relation’’—the kinsman of which 
the rest of the family need be ashamed. 
The war—the civil war, we mean—ended 
nearly forty years ago. Uutside of a few 
professionais on either sidie, that war cuts 
no more figure in national plans and ten- 
dencies than does the nebular hypothesis 
or the revitualizing of Nipsics. A few 
cheap demagogues may still expound and 
rave. No body of reat consequence pays 
to them the slightest attention in the 
world. The American people have out- 
grown the prejudices and antmosities of 
1861-1860. ‘The south is crowded with 
northern men. ‘The raiiway, the tele- 
graph, the fusion of social and commer- 
cial interests have achieved a homogene- 
ous nation. The stump orator who ges- 
ticulates and beliows about the civil war 
has become an object of derision and con- 
tempt. ‘There is no longer a southern 
state in whieh the substantial and re- 
sponsible clasges are not as ijoyal t§ the 
union as are their equivaients in Uhio or 
New York. + 

The southern states are democratic 
and will in all human probability give 
their electoral vote to any man nomi- 
nated by the democratic party. It is 
inconceivable tnat the national con- 
vention will make a nomination so bad 
that the voters of any of these states 


will be alienated from his

not to be lost sight of. The south is 
wedded to no man's candidacy, nor 
will it be. The interest of the people 
of this part of the country is the same 
as that of conservative democrats ev- 
erywhere, and that is to secure the 
nomination, ahd afterwards the elec- 
tion of some good man true to demo- 
cratic principles—some man whose 
record will appeal to the truly con- 
servative eleménts of the country at 
large. There is no lack of good mate- 
rial. It may be it will be considered 
better politics to select a man resi; 
dent in one of the close states rather 
than a southerner; but in any event 
the southern democrats will dominate 
the national convention and will make 
the nomination. 
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Nothing To Arbitrate. 

Recent utterances of Senator Han- 
na upon the coal strike situation place 
the responsibility for the present tro9- 
ble, and for the continuance of the 
struggle that seems inevitable, upon 
the shoulders of the operators, where 
it manifestly belongs. 

Senator Hanna cannot be accused 
of being unmindful of the interests of 
capital. If there is one man in public 
life who represents capital more than 
any other, it is the senator from Ohio. 
That he also recogni#s that labor has 
distinct rights does not in the least de- 
tract from his belief that capital de- 
serves at all times the highest consid- 
eration. 

When Senator Hanna says there is 
no chance for. arbitration so long as 
only one side—the miners—is willing 
to arbitrate, he strikes at the root of 
the trouble. The combinat#n of oper- 
ators and capitalists controlling the 
coal-carrying roads has stood squarely 
against arbitration of the differences 
between the owners of the mines and 
their employees, and as Senator Han- 
na potnts out, there is no chance for 
peaceful settlement so long as only 
one side is willing to arbitrate. 

While the capital interested in the 
anthracite properties stands with its 
face set against any arbitration of dif- 
ferences, the strike situation grows 
daily more alarming. The price of 
coal has gone skyward with great 


rapidity. Winter is approaching. The. 


time has come when northern consum- 
ers usually put in their winter’s sup- 
ply, yet there is little coal in sight, 
even at the present exorbitant prices. 
The miners are growing more desper- 
ate. For the most part they have, so 
far, conducted themselves with com- 
mendable propriety. Certainly the at- 
titude of the officers of their union 
has commended itself to all the con- 
servative peopig of the country. It is 
sincerely to be hoped that there may 
be no serious troubles, but men who 
see their wives and children faced 
with starvation are likely to grow des- 
perate. : 

There is talk of-asking for a special 
session of congress to shape legisla- 
tion that may relieve the situation, 
but there is little probability of this, 
as it is difficult to see what congress 
could @. A compulsory arbitration 
law might be put upon the statute 
books, but with the influences back of 
the republicans, who have a majority 
in both houses, it is not probable that 
there could be any legislation that 
would bring relief to the present 
crisis. 

The only thing certain in the situa- 


tion is that by their refusal to arbi- 


trate their differences with their men, 
the mine owners have built up a 
strong popular sentiment against 
themselves.

CORRESPONDENCE IS CLOSED 


Councilman Howell and Alderman 
Woodward Answer 
Letters. 
The ' cofresponhdence between Council- 


rman B. P. Howell and Alderman J. G. 


Woodward in reference to the primary 
date was closed vesterday by the pass- 
age of the following letters:: 


Atlanta, Ga., August 26, 1902.—Captain E. P. 
Howell, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I beg to 
acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 25th 
and really think that the position you take 
and th® reasons you give in connection with 
the proposed change of the date of the pfr- 
mary from November 4 to October 1 are too 
amusing to;rbe taken or treated in a serious , 
way. Personally, I do not care whether the 
change ie made or not. I am perfectly satisfied 
with the condition of the campaign and my 
surety of success at whatever time the elec- 
tion is held. But I did not think that after. 
you had been satisfied of your eligtbi'ity, and 
in the interest of all the other condidates for 
the variqus municipal positions, that it was 
the proper thing to burden them with a long 
campaign and the necessary and unnecessary 
expenses that they will be forced to submit to. 

I eertainly presume that your letter to me 
was intended more for publication than it was 
to be open and fair to the other candidates and 
of @ personal nature to me alone, and in that 
way I shall briefly treat it, and drop the mat- 
ter for the present in the form of correspon- 
dence. You say that you had nothing to do 
with the fixing of the date of the 
primary. You certatnly do not mean 
that I shall accept this statement 
seriously. Everybody is too familiar with the 
position you and your campaign committee took 
prior to and at the meeting of the executive 
committee to juetify me in saying anything 
more at this time. 

In reply to your statement that many of the 
candidates had requested you to take no action 
in regard to changing the date of the primary, 
I must say that it has been exactly the 
opposite with me. Bvery one that I have 
come in contact with, and most of them very 
earnegtly, have declared that they wanted 
the change made back to the Ist of October, 
and it was in their interest that I addressed 
you my first letter for cooperation on our 
part to that end, but not then would I agree 
to say anything for several days and until after 
it was placed before me that if you and I 
would agree to it that the matter would be 
settled, 

After that I determined not to be a party 
to the placing any burden or expense on them. 
That matter can now rest entirely with you. 

As to the remarks about the interest of the 
‘“‘dear people’ and the time being ghort for 
the different candidates to enter in the va- 
rious races, I do not think them worthy of 
serious consideration. As to myself I am 
willing to compare records with you ag to 
the public good. As to time, 
October 1 would give twenty-five days for 
candidates to enter for the different positions, 
and the election would take place ten days 
later. 

As to the three last paragraphs of your let- 
ter, I must say that I am utterly eurprised at 
their contents. You must have been surprised 
when you dictated or wrote them. If your 
son, the Hon. Clark Howell, was correct in 
his statements to me you are totally In error 
in the whole of the last three paragraphs of 
your jetter to me. So thoroughly am I eatisfled 
that you are thoroughly acquainted with every 
word and sentence in these three paragraphs 
that I deem it unnecessary to deal with them 
further in this letter. 

I know all about your resigning from the 
council] and the charter revision committee, and 
I think I know why you resigned. 

With this I have nothing further to .commu- 
ricate in regard to date of primary, as it does 
not affect me personally either way.

Tre answer de- 
nies thet the books of the corporation 
show Curtiss tg be *ne owner of any 
stocks of the concern. Smith, it is 
averred, did not own any stock of record 
until June 24, 1902, after the plan of con- 
version had been adopted, and that the 
stock now recorded in Smith's name was 
xeted in favor of the plan. Hodge, it 
is edmitted, owns 100 shares of stock, 
tut it is alleged that he was not present 
at the stockholders’ meeting when the 
plan was submitted and that his stock 
was not voted either by himself or hy 
proxy. It is denied that fifteen or more 
of the directors of the steel corporation 
are members of the syndicate through 
which the preferred stock was to be con- 
verted into bonds. It is admitted that 
some of the directors are members of the 
syndicate but that this fact wag com- 
mumicated to every stockholder in the 
circular of April 17, 1902.

REV. J. H. JONES DEMANDS 


PROTECTION OF THE CLOTH 


HE Rt. Rev. J. H. Jones, of Dark- 
5? town, Ga., who claims to be a Bap- 

tist minister in good standing, 
though he has, as he says, no regular 
charge, is now in trouble and -will face 
the charge of “disorderly conduct” be- 
fore the recorder this. morning. 

Officers Hollingsworth and Whatley, 
who have made the charge against his 
reverence, say that in the discharge of 
his ministerial duties he is prone to 
neglect his family, and that while he is 
seeing that the sheep of his flock are 
well eupplied with spiritual food his 
family, consisting of a wife and two 
step-daughters, are bending their efforts 
to supply him with focd necessary to sus- 
tain his natural body. 

The officers say that his religion 1s 
that of a loafer and general ‘“roust- 
about;’’ that he is too good to work 
and too mean to preach. 

A still more serious charge will be 
made against his sacred self this morning 
by his wife, Hopie. She says that her 
devoted husband hss within the past few 
weeks ben giving too much.spiritual ad- 
vice to a “‘lady’’ membef of his scat- 
tered flock who lives next door to Rev. 
Jones. She says that he spends his even- 
ings with this parishioner and neglects 


his own household. 

Rev. Jones was seen in his cell yester- 
day afternoon and was indignant be- 
cause of the fact that the sacred cloth 
should be desecrated and. disgraced by

being placed in a felon’s cell. He stout- 
ly denied having done anything to cause 
him to be placed in such a bad light 
before the members of his church. He 
said that it was a maliciously planned 
plot on the part of the wife of his bosom 
and several of the women of the neig&- 
borhood. 

When asked if he wished to make a 
statement he replted that he did not, 
and immediately began te deliver a dis- 
course on the heartlessness of the press, 
asserting that the public press does an 
untold amount of harm in giving to the 
public sensational accounts of the ac- 
tlons of some minister, 
should be allowed to judge his actions 
but himself.

The southern department of the Royal 
Fire Insurance Company will be moved 
to/Atlanta trom Louisville on October 15. 
+t Manager Milton Dargan, who is in the 
city, made the first positive announce- 
ment of this fact yesterday. For some 
time it has been rumored that the Royal's 
southern department was to be brought 
to Atlanta, but heretofore every one con- 
nected with the department has declined 
to make any posttivé statement concern- 
ing the move. 

Mr. Dargan, who is at the Majestic 
with his family, is now conducting ne- 
gotiations for quarters, but as yet is not 
able to make a statement as to his fu- 
ture location. He stated to a represen- 
tative of The Constitution yesterday that 
he would in all probability be several 
weeks in deciding definitely on the offices 
which he wil] use. 

The Royal is one of the biggest com- 
panies in the fire field, and its southern 
Gepartment handles a large volume of 
business. This department, which was 
formerly unde- the management of Bare 
bee & Castleman, has been located in 
Louisville for many years. Its removal 
to Atlanta ig only another proof that this 
city is the insurance center of the south. 

The department employs between sev- 
enty-five and one hundred men and will 
require a flodr space of 4,000 square feet. 
Mr. Dargan estimates that this will re- 
quire at least fifteen rooms. The differ- 
ent office buildings of the city are mak- 
ing a hot fight for the department, as it 
will practically take up an entire floor. 

The news that this department ig to 
come to Atlanta at such an early date 
will be gladly received by all Atlantans, 
who are interested in the progress of the 
city. It means another accession to the 
business population of the city and will 
in many ways be a benefit to Atlanta.

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BOARD WILL EXAMINE WITNESSES — 
TO FIND TRUTH ABOUT CREMATORY 
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At Session Held Yesterday Afternoon the Board of 
Health Decided To Take the Charges 
Up in Detail. 


MAVOR. AND LDOARD. 


The Health Board at the Crematory—Some of the Things They Saw 
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After visiting the crematory during the 
Ymorning and hearing from Colonel W. 
T. Movers, attorney for the Lester Fur- 
nace Company, and Messrs. T. W. Ruck- 
er and Sidney C. ‘app, lawyers for the 
movants against the crematory people, 
the board of health last evening agreed 
to meet tomorrow evening at 5 o’clock— 
the regular meeting’ day for the pboard— 
and, after considering the usual routine 
business, to again take up the matter 
and hear from witnesses who are said to 
know something about the furnace and 
its workings. 

Mayor Mims, President W. C. Jarnagin, 
and other members of the board declared 
that while they had been convinced in 
their own minds after the visit to the 
crematory that no wrongdoing nad been 
intended on the part of the owners of 
the furnace, yet they favored a full and 
complete investigation in order that the 
entire matter might be cleared up for 
all time to come. Wr, Jarnagin will this 
morning consult with City Attorney May- 
son relative to the power of the board 
to subpena witnesses. If the board has 
such authority a number of witnesses 
will be summoned to testify Friday even- 
ing. 

The mayor, members of the health 
board, the city health officer, chief of the 
sanitary department, attorneys represent- 
ing both sides and newspaper reporters 
went to the crematory yesterday morning 
and saw how the city’s garbage was dis- 
posed of by incineration. Mr. Lester ex- 
plained that the pipe, alleged to have 
connected the refuse tank with a sewer, 
had been laid fn order to clean the tank 
and. he showed where it had been con- 
nected. ‘The opening which had _ been 
made in the tank was about 8 inches in 
diameter. No pipe was found, although 
an excavation was made. Mr. Lester 
admitted that the pipe had been there 
but was removed some weeks ago. 

Mr. Lester denied that the pipe had been 
used for any other purpose and he as- 
serted that when Chief Hope and Dr. 
Bizzell objected, the pipe was removed. 
He stated it had probably not been used 
more than three or four times. 

The board returned to the city hal) 
and was to have heid a T¥cting at 10:30 
o'clock to further consider the matter, 
but as Dr. Jarnagin could not be present 
this s@ssion was postponed until later in 
the evening. 7 

Board Holds Meeting. 

When the board met at 5 o'clock Colo- 
nel Moyers stated he had heafd Mr. Ven- 
able tell Mr. Tapp, dvring the morning 
in the committee room, that he had sent 
a witness to the lawyer's office. Mr. 
Moyers said he presumed this witness 
would be introduced.. Mr. Tapp assera‘d 
he had not seen the man. Attorney Ruck- 
er gaid the morning’s fnvestigation had 
proved the contentions made by his 
clients. He declared he thought it would 
be the proper thing to send the water

Colonel Moyers stated there was usually 
an attack made on the crematory every 


he said, it had come

“This present matter,’’ he continued,

In the course Of his remarks Mr. Moy-| 
ers referred to Mr. Tapp as “this tribune 
of the people,” to which Mr. Tapp ob- 
jected, and some biting sarcasm was in- 
dulged in by the two lawyers.

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FALL WEATHER 
NOW AT HAND 


The Long Summer. Spell Is 
Broken,Says Forecaster 
"Marbury, 


EXPERT WAGING WAR 
AGAINST SUPERSTITION 


The Rain Which Came Yesterday 
Had Been Expected for Weeks. 
Corn and Cotton Crops 
Greatly .. Aided by 
General Showers. 


_— .--- 


“All indications‘ point to the fact that 
the long, dry summer is over,” said 
Forecaster Marbury, Atlanta’s weather 
man, yesterday afternoon, “and while we 
will undoubtedly have hot days between 
this and cold weather, I think the pro- 
tracted hot spe.» belong to history and 
the backbone is fairly broken: The re- 
port of the twenty-four hours ending at 
7 o'clock this morning shows a register 
of .26, or a fraction over a quarter of 
an inch. We have been waiting for it a 
long time, and while we need a great 
deal more, I feel sure that even this 
little, which was very general all over 
the state, will be productive of great 
good to corn producers and cotton grow- 
ers. : 

“It comes as a feal relief after the 
report of the climate and crop service 
of the weather bureau for the week just 
ended. This report details many of the 
damaging effects of the protracted 
drought in the Georgia section augment- 
ed by a week of continuous hot and 
generally dry weather. This drought that 
we have suffered is without a parallel 
in the history of the local office, going 
back more than twenty years. From the 
Ist of April to the present time less rain 
has fallen than during any other similat 
period on our records. 

‘As to the report of the week endine 
Monday the temperature averaged high 
except on the last two days of the week, 
when somewhat more modeate condi- 
tions prevailed. The report further states 
that the combtnation of heat and drought 
was very disastrous to all ¢rops, corn 
and cotton particularly. In the cotton 
flelds prematute opening continues and 
rust is spreading and causing great dam- 
age. In many counties the plants are 
undersized and turning yellow, the holls 
are loose and even shédding. Of course, 
a heavy storm under these conditions 
would prove very disastrous. Almost no 
top crop is indicated, and crop corre- 
spondents report that the dutlook for 4% 
good yield its decidedly less favorable 
than two weeks ago. No doubt now ex- 
ists that the crop will be short except in 
a few favored localities. 

“Even bottom corn is reported as be- 
ginning to suffer from the gong spell of 
dry weather. As to corn on the uplands,

Merchan's Will Atempt To Stop 
Alleged Fire Sales 


It Is Claimed That Roving Dealers 
in “Damaged” Goods Are a 
Menace to the City 
and Ought To Be 
Stopped. 


Within the next few days a concerted 
effort will be madcé on the part of Atlanta 
merchants to have a prohibitive license 
placed on’ the ‘‘damaged goods” and ‘‘fire 
gaies’’ whicii from time to time are held 
in Atlanta 

The movement has already taken defi- 
nite shape, and in a day or so a petition 
bearing the signatures of a majority of 
Atianta’s most prominent dry goods deal- 
ers, clothiers and shoe nien will be pre- 
sented to the clty counci] for gs0me ap- 
propriate action 

It is claimed hy the merchants that 
the class of roving deaiers they are ajm- 
ing at are @ menace not only fo legitimate 
trade, but to the public as well. They 
do not object to any tegitimate local 
merchant -holding ‘‘fire sales” and dis- 
posing of his goods at arty price he.may 
see fit, but thay do abject, and strongly, 
to traveling fakirs with an assorted lot 
of goods renting a store in Atlanta fora 
short term of a month or so and flooding 
the market with cheap goods, woich are 
supposedly scld at a great reduction, but 
which are often higher in price than 
their value. Few of the merchan‘s care 
to ndmit that they are in any way af- 
fected by this cheap ciass of competition, 
but others have no hesitancy in denounc- 
ing it in etrong terms. They take the 
position that in the first place the sales 
are not ‘dona fide sales—that the name 
‘fire’ is used simply to give the idea 
of cheapness; second, that the men are 
not legitimate merchants who help to 
build up a town, but roving speculators 
who pay a small tax to do business fora 
brief period, after which they pull up 
stakes and move on to the next town 
without having spent any money here 
and frequently taking out large quanti- 
ties for which they did not give value re- 
ceived. 

: A Factor in Business. 

Preying upon the credulity of the pub- 
lic the ‘‘fire sale’’ sharp is said to have 
become a big factor in “some localities, 
He will put in a stock of cheap goods, 
for which he pays the lowest possible 
figure, rent nim a store in a centrally 
located place, hang out numerous signs 
setting forth the fact that an enormous 
fire in New York or Kasnscatska or somé 
other place has placed him in a position 
where he needs the money and must have 
it if he sells everything at a fraction of 
its cost. A small boy on the outside with 
a bell attracts the crowd and the giaring 
signs hold their attention. Once inside, 
say local merchants, it is comparatively 
easy for the prospective buyer to “oe 
things in a false light. The magic word 
‘“fire’’ has done the businéss, and a ‘‘gen- 
uine Persian rug,” sealskins, bric-a-brac 
of all sorts are bought on the supposi- 
tion that they are the real thing. When 
one town has been worked, the proprie- 
tor, it Is claimed, moves on to the next. 
His supply of bankrupt goods never gives 
out. The fire is always burning for him, 
first in one place and then in another. 

A Merchant Talks. 

A well Known merchant in speaking of 
the matter yesterday, said: 

‘It is hardly fair to have to come in 
competition with these fellows, whe 4do 
nothing to build up the town, pay no reg- 
ular business license and leave town as 
soon as they have made all the profit they 
can. No place was ever benefited by 
such men, and the public is frequently 
fooled when they think they are getting 
things cheap. The same goods sold in 
a legitimate way would not bring the 
price paid for them under the impression 
that they are being sold dirt cheap. 1 
have no prejudice against a local con- 
cern using any legitimate methods to 
sell goods, but I am opposed to this 
class of fake business.”

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HIGGS CENSURED 
BY COMMISSION 


lt Was Shown That Sheriff 
Withheld Freeman’s 
Pardon. 


LESSEE ACTED PROMPTLY; 
IS RELIEVED OF BLAME 


At Hearing of Prison Commission 
Yesterday It Was Shown That 
He Had Discharged Free- 
Man as Soon as the 
Pardon Arrived. 


According to the statements made be- 
fore the prison ‘commission yesterday 
morning Sheriff Higgs was responsible 
for the pardcn of Convict Freeman fail- 
ing to reach J. W. Callahan, the lessee 
of the Early county camps, where Free- 
man was confined. 

After hearing the evidence in the case 
the prison commission took this view of 
the matter and prepared resolutions 
which contain censure for the Montgom- 
ery county official. It was clearly shown 
that Sheriff B. E. Higgs received the 
Freeman pardon from Governor Candler 
on July 12 and did not turn it over until 
August 7, although repeated demands 
were made for it. 

J. W. Callahan, who had been sum- 
Toned before the commission, was ac- 
companied by his attorney, A. G. Powell, 
who presented a number of affidavits in 
regard to Sheriff Higgs’ attitude. During 
the course of the hearing it was shown 
that Lessee Callahan had been intimately 
associated with the Freeman family, and 
in point of fact was only too anxious to 
release him as soon az he could legaily 
do 80. 

After hearing the case the commission 


issued the following order: 

After hearing this case, it is ordered: 

First. That the plea to the jurisdiction of 
the governor and prison commission to act in 
the matter be and the same is hereby over- 
ruled, it being decided that the governor and 
the prison commiesion have jurisdiction to 
break up and abolish a chaingang where the 
@uthorities in charge fail or refuse to obey 


the law of the state, as well as when they 


fail and refuse * carry out the rules provided 
by the governor and the prison commission. 
Second. That the evidence in this cage shows 
that Freeman was discharged by the officiais 
in charge of this chaingang, as soon as the 
executive order was received by them, to-wit: 
on August 8, 1902, and therefore they are 
not to blame for his illegal detention. The 
rule against the county commissionere of Early 


county is therefore dismissed. 


Third. That the evidence clearly shows that 
B.. E, Higgs, sheriff of Montgomery county, 
who received the pardon by mail from the 
Bovernor on the /2th day of July, 1902. with- 
held the same until August 7, 1902, although 
repeatedly requested by the authorities of the 
chaingang and by the governor himself to 
forward the same, and that he alone is re- 
sponsible for the illegal detention.

1S FINE DRIVEWAY 


County Board To Officially Inspect Work 
and Eat Barbecue Wednesday. . 


CARRIAGE DRIVE TO RIVER 


Road Is Paved With Crushed Rock. 
New Route Two Miles Shorter 
Than Formerly — Iron 
Bridge Supplants Grade 
Crossing. 


The work of grading and paving the 
Marietta road from the end of Marietta 
Street to the river, a distance of 5 miles, 
has been completed, and this fact will be 
celebrated next Wednesday afternoon by 
a big barbecue at the river. 

The road is paved with crushed rock 
and is pronounced to be one of the finest 
driveways in the entire south. The com- 
pletion of the work and opening of the 
road marks one of the biggest improve- 
ments in roadways made in Fulton 
county in recent years. 

The barbecue will be tendered the 
board of county commissioners by Dr. 
W. C. Fisher, the county physician, and 
W. R. B.. Whittier, president of. the 
Whittier mills, in honor of the occasion. 
Clerk Henry Wood, of the board, and 
several other county officials will also 
take part in the ’cue. 

The members of the board and county 
Officials will board cars at the conclu- 
sion of the board meeting Wednesday 
and proceed to the end of Marietta street, 
where they will be met by a committee 
of citizens from Collins district with 
carriages. The party will then drive over 
the road to the river, making an official 
inspection of the work. On arrival at 
the river the barbecue will be served. 

A portion of the road is entirely new, 
making the route two miles shorter than 
formerly. The new piece of road begins 
near Ellen N. and runs to the left of the 
old road. The new raute avoids Casey’s 
hill, which formed a very steep grade 
on the old road. 

The new route has also eliminated the 
grade crossing over the railroad tracks 
at Ellen N. The tracks are now 
spanned by a handsome iron bridge. The 
abutments were built by the county and 
the railroads are now constructing the 
iron portion of the structure. It will be 
completed within a short time. 

The work of improving the road was 
done by county convicts, under -super- 
vision of Captain Tom Donaldson, super- 
intendent of county public works. It was 
a big job and the work has been in 
progress for severalNmonths. The coun- 
ty officials are greatly pleased with the 
improvement.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, August 27.—Today’s early strong 
Market was a repetition of yesterday’s, but 
on a smaller scale. The resemblance extended 
to the reactionary tendency caused by the 
heavy realizing in progress under cover of 
the sustaining strength of a few stocks, but 
it was not until the announcement of the re- 
duction of the dividend on Reading first pre- 
ferred that the weakness of the whole market 
became acute, and prices broke all around to 
well below last night. There has heen an im- 
ression for many weeks that the Réading 
dividend would be reduced in order to extend 
the voting trust which, under the terms of the 
trust, would be dissolved by the payment of 
one year’s dividend on first preferred stock. 


} The announcement last week that the Southern 


voting trust had been requested by stockholders 
to defer the dissolution of the trust by the 
postponement of the dividend on the preferred 
stock was a strong corroboration of the ex- 
pectation of similar action in the case of Read- 
ing. It is improbable therefore that the mere 
fact of the reduction of the dividend would 
have shocked the stock market had it not 
been for the determined way in which the 
Reading stocks were advanced this morning 
on the purchase of enarmous blocks of etock. 
The sudden tumble in those stocks, caused 
by the announcement of the dividend reduc- 
tion, gave riseeto a chilling apprehension that 
the bold speculators who are leading the oper- 
ations for advancing prices are acting without 
the best information in all cases and may he 
putting up prices simply by the force of abund- 
ant funds and without substantial grounds for 
their range of values. The dimensions of the

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, August 27.—All grains opened lower 
today. Improvement in the weather was the 
most potent factor. Support was poor anid 
stop loss orders were felt, particularly in the 
near deliveries of wheat and corn. At the 
close September wheat was %c lower, Sep- 
tember corn %c off and September oats ‘%e 
lower.

Wheat opened weaker under the influences 
of lower cables and fine weather for cutting 
and threshing the spring wheat. Early trade 
was dull and of a waiting nature with prices 
slowly easing off. Corn turned weak and af- 
fecting wheat brought out stop loss orders, 
and September broke sharply. The volume of 
business was not great, and all day there 
was a heavy tone to the market.

The Allantan Rides in Great 
Form, Winning Easily 


Walthour Won the First Five-Mile 
Heat by a Lap and a Half—In 
the Second the Memphian 
Was Left Four Laps 
in the Rear. 


The twenty-five hundred people that at- 
tended the Coliseum races were treated 
to the greatest exhibition of riding ever 
seen in Atlanta. Bobby won, of course. 
But he smashed the world’s record for the 
distance on a ten-lap track behind single 
motor pace in the first heat and reduced 
the newly made figures a few minutes 
later vy eleven and one-fifth seconds, 
Both races were of the hair-raising 
order, and the terrific speed the riders 
maintained kept the spectaros on their 
feet the whole time. There was no ele- 
ment of fake in the contests. Walthour 
rode with the most marvelous speed any 
man ever displayed on an indoor track, 
and the last heat was reeled off at a 
1:30 clip that kept up the entire race. 
Munroe showed a greater familiarity 
with the track and rode desperately, but 
Bobby was invincible and all the Mem- 
phian could do was to make as creditable 
showing as possible. He was unable to 
hold the corners and Bobby gained most 
of his distance by his skill In circling the 
extremeties of the track. 

Lap and a Half Good. 
Bobby won the first race by 1% laps 
in 7:41 1-6, which was a new record. 
In the second heat the Atlantan rode 
like a whirlwind and passed Munroe for 
the fourth time just as the pistol fired. 
The time was 7:30. 

The time indicates the sensational chiar- 
acter of the race, Bobby’s motor, steered 
by the imperturbable Gus Lawson, was in 
perfect trim and furnished all the pace 
necessary to pull the rider around at the 
remarkable clip. 

Again the advertised programme was 
abandoned and the 10-mile race was re- 
placed by the two 5-mile heats. Manager 
Prince repeated his speil of the preceding 
night and offered to leave it to the 
crowd whether or not the change should 
be made. The vote was apparently a big 
majority for the long distance, but Jack 
Saw it otherwise and suavely announced 
that in pursuance of the wishes of the 
spectators that i-mile heats would be 
subStituted. 

Steady Gain from Start. 

After the prelimimary amateur races 
Lawson and Hunter warmed up till Wali- 
thour and Monroe appeared. When the 
riders caught their pace and started at a 
fast clip Walthour began to creep up a 
few yards every lap and at the end of the 
first mile was ®&® yards to the good. He 
kept up the pace and had increased his 
lead to 70 yards at the second mile. ‘Then 
Munroe got down to business and began 


to cut down the margin, but the spurt 
was snort-lived and Waithour still had 


the advantage of # yards when the third 


| mile was completed, Then Bobby showed 


his real ability and pedalled like a de- 
mon. He passed the leneesseean in the 
fourth lap of the fourth mile, and in the 
titth mile added a haif lap to his leaa. 
Benny held hig distance the rest of the 
way. 

In the intermission Munroe stated that 
he wanted nothing better than a race 
with Walthour after he had had a week's 
practice on the local track, and Bobby 
set out in the second heat to show the 
Memphian how much speed he really had. 
He careened around the track at a dizzy 
rate and lapped the Memphian four times. 
Time, 7:30, 

The amateur races were merly curtain 
raisers to the big event. After the two 
qualifying heats, John Gibson, Sam Ce- 
faau and John Elliott were left to fight 
it out. They finished in one, two, three 
order.
